Evans Believes Compulsory 
Tuberculin Test Law is 
Inadvisable \ 



PASTEURIZATION FAVORED 



Does Not Say That Test is Unreliable 

But That it is Not Needed— Evoris 

Testifies Before Commission 
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(From "The Prairie Farmer'-* 
1,1910.) 

A compulsory tuberculin law forcing: 
Illinois farmers to test their cows for 
tuberculosis is not practical in this state 
according to an unqualified statement 
made by Dr. W. A. Evans, chief of the 
Chicago department of health, before 
the joint commission recently appointed- 
by the Illinois state^ legislature to inves- 
tigate the efficiency of the tuberculin 
test as applied in Illinois. 

Dr. Evans made this statement in re- 
ply to a direct query made to him by 
Speaker Shurtleff at a meeting of the 
commission held on the lUh ultimo in 
Chicago. 

' Tuberculin Test Not Needed 
Dr. Evans did not give the impres- 
sion that he believed the tuberculin test 
'unreliable, but simply at this time legis- 
lation compelling its use in Illinois was, 
not only unwise, but would . surely fail 
to accomplish the results intended. 

Pasteurization of milk, in Dr. Evans' 
estimation, is the splution of the dairy 
problems in this state* in so far as milk 
and other dairy products may transmit 
tuberculosis to human beings. 

With six months' notice,' Dr. Evans 
believes that pasteurization of milk 
could be put upon a working basis and 
that reasonable control could be insured. 
Believes Pasteurization Most Promising. 
Dr. Evans bases his contention in 
favor of the pasteurization of milk upon 
the fact that it is easier to control con^ 
ditions in the comparatively small' num- 
ber of establishments operated by deal-, 
era and milk distributors than will be 
possible, upon farms. 

One advantage in favor of pasteur- 
ization, according to Dr. Evans, is that 
the bottling plants are readily acces- 
sible,/ while the farmers are bo decen- 
tralized that adequate inspection is not 
entirely impossible. 

Incidentally, Dr. Evans made the 
statement that, he believes tuberculin 
testing is a matter for the farmer's own 
protection, while pasteurization is and 
must continue to be the protection of 
the consumer. 

Pasteurization Expense Moderate. 
In his testimony before the commis- 
sion, Dr. Evans went on record as stat- 
ing that the expense of equipping. a 
milk' dealer's, establishment for pasteur- 
ization would range from $150 upwards. 
TJe has found that the cost of pasteur- 
ization ranges all the way from 1-30 of 
1 cent per gallon up to..0085 cent per 
gallon. He produced statistics showing 
that the expense to fourteen dealers 
ranged from .0053 cents to .0085 cent 
per gallon and a statement was made 
.before the commission that Bordens 
estimated the cost, of pasteurization 
frorh .0033 cent to .005 cent per gallon. 
Nothing on Efficiency of Work 
No attempt was made at this meeting 
to bring out any evidence bearing upon 
the efficiency of pasteurization of milk, 1 " 
other than a statement made by Dr. 
Evans that properly pasteurized milk 
given equal' care would keep about 24 
hours longer than raw milk. 

The statement was made before the 
commission that a state law enforcing 
pasteurization of milk will protect the 
consumer from tuberculosis., It was 
admitted, however, that in order to 
make such a law legal,, all rriilk used for 
making of dairy products would have to 
come under the, same law. 

Does Not Mean Clean Milk 
Dr. Evans maintains that milk prop- 
erly pasteurized will destroy 99 per cent 
of the disease germs, but added that 
pasteurization would not prevent milk 
from being a carrier. of contagious dis- 
eases such as scarlet fever, typhoid 
fever and diphtheria. " 

Notwithstanding the severe criticism 
heaped upon the joint commission at the 
beginning of its labors to work upon the 
tuberculin test, there is evidently a 
growing feeling' that these men are 
going at their work conscientiously with 
a desire to make a report of some useful- 
ness and recommend a desirable legisla- 
tion. 

The commission is not only investigat- 
ing the matter , of tuberculin testing for 
tuberculosis,-- but is going into details 
concerning the. protection of sanitary 
dairy products.. 



The Elgin, Joilet and Eastern railroad 
was accused of a $25O,000-jand "grab" 
from the city of Waukegan before the 
Chipperfield committee, in Chicago 
Tuesday by Mayor Fred Buck and 
Superintendent of Streets Ben Thacker. 
Mayor^Buck charged that the railroad 
has. encroached>upori 120, acres on the 
lake front. 

A Chicago paper comments of. the 
Waukegan officals as following. 

A quarter of a million dollor land 
"grab" along the lake shore was told 
Tuesday by city officials of Waukegan 
before the Chipperfield committee, 
emprowed by the legislature to inquire 
into the question of "strayed" and 
submerged lands. 

- Mayor Fred Buck and B. T. Thacker, 
superintendent of public works of the 
May ! North Shore c' y, weie questioned by 
Chairman B. M. Chipperfield, and as- 
serted that the Elgin, Joliet & Eastern 
railroad had encroached upon the |ake 
front in Waukegan, holding property 
that rightfully belonged to the state 
for one mile and a half north of the 
government pier. 

"What is, the value of this tract of 
made land?" asked. Representative 
Chipperfield of Mayor Buck. 

"About 120 acres are claimed by the 
railroad." he replied, and it is worth at 
least $2,000 an acre.

Captain Riley Drives the Wilow Onto the 
Beach at Waukegan ta Save Her 

The Willow, an eighty-five foot pas- 
senger boat, hada narrow escape from 
sinking in Lake Michigan lastSaturday 
afternoon while on her way from Chi- 
cago to her home port, Erie, Penn. Cap- 
tain P. G. Riley of Erie, who owns the 
small steamboat,*and an engineer and 
deck hand were aboard at the time the 
boat was found to be leaking badly. 
Captain Riley a veteran sea dog, de-

and made for Waukegan harbor, where 
the Willow was. beached opposite the 
Larson boat livery at about 4 .o'clock 
Saturday afternoon. The leak was lo- 
cated and repaired and the steamer 
pushed off the shore and tied to Harbor 
Master Larson's private dock, where 
her captain hoped that she might be 
able to ride out the storm which broke 
near midgight. 

The Willowjs an old passenger boat 
which is reported to have sunk in the 
Chicago river last fall and to have been 
raised this Bpring. The boat will pro- 
bable be repaired before proceed- 
ing on her' way to Erie, but may be tak- 
en to Milwaukee, where Bhe can be dry- 
docked for repairs. 

The crew of the Willow first discov- 
ered that the craft was leaking at noon 
on Saturday when the boat was about 
half way between Waukegan and Chi- 
cago. The boat draws three feet of 
water and her deck line is only four feet 
above water. Her predicament was 
one which drove terror to the hearts of 
the three men who man the steamboat 
and the race for life to the Waukegan 
harbor was won by a small margin as 
the vessel was full of water when the 
port was reached. 



What is expected to be an unusual 
murder. Btory was unearthed late last 
Tuesday afternoon when workmen em- 
ployed on a sewer in Elizabeth street 
Kenosha, unearthed the body of a man. 
The man had evidently been dead for 
some timo and the body was so badly 
decomposed that identification was 
utterly impossible. In addition to this 
the body had been packed in quicklime 
when it was buried in a hole, less than 
three:feet deep. .. 

At the top of the head was a great 
hole which pierced the skull and to all 
appearances had been made with a 
knife. 

The only thing about the decomposed 
body that would lead to identification 
was a little silver cross that was" still 
hanging from a piece of tape around 
the neck of the body. 

The ghastly discovery was made 
when men engaged in making a sewer 
connection Btarted to dig under an old 
house owned by the Brand Brewing 
Company of Chicago. Coroner Andre 
was hurridly summoned, and he at once 
declared that in his opinion a foul crime 
had been committed and' District Ar- 
torney R. V. Baker and Chief of Police 
Owen O'Hare were called in the case. 
No arrests have been made and the 
police find the case a complete puzzle 
on account of the fact that many /peo- 
ple have lived in the house during the 
last year. . 

; Coroner Andre declares that while 
the body may have been buried for 
many months or maybe a year,' the fact 
that there was so much quick lime 
about it would make it possible for it 
to have decomposed within a few 
weeks. 

The corpse is evidently ,that of a 
man in the prime of life. The great 
hole in the front part of the skull 
appeared to be the only marks of vio- 
lence on the .body. 

Thinking that the remains might 
have been shipped to Kenosha from 
some othpr city and buried in this man- 
ner caused the police to notify the 
police departments in Chicago and Mil- 
waukee.

UNUSUAL 

WAGER 

Ah odd wager which will interest the 
fisherman of Lake County has just been 
made by J. W. Kreuser, owner of 
Krueser's hotel on Pistakee Lake, with 
J. Anderson, a Chicago business man. 
After' an argument as to the merits of 
the different lakes in regard to fishing, 
a wager of $350 was made that a teBm 
of two men could catch more large 
mouth black bass in two days' fishing 
on Pistakee Lake than in any other 
lake in a radius of three hundred miles 
of Chicago in the same time.

• Some time Tuesday night robbers en- 
tered the 1 drug store of Conrad Holl- 
stein, Washington and County streets^ 
Waukegan, and rifled the safe of money 
and valuable papers. Mr/Hollstein has 
not been able to determine the amount 
of his loss but stated that he does not 
believe that much money was taken. 
The police are working on the case and 
hope to be able to get a line on the rob- 
bers in a few days. As yet they have 
no clew to work on. 

Ingress to the store was gained, 
through a back window. By climbing 
upon a box in the rear of the store, the 
robbers were able to reach a rear win- 
dow. The screen was cut away and the 
sash was forced. Then by climbing 
over the top of the prescription case 
they found themselves in the back part 
of the store. 

Apparently after rifling the safe the 
robbers went into the basement where 
they carried the iron box containing the 
money and valuable papers that they 
had removed from the safe. The box 
was broken open with a hatchet This 
was found lying beside the box in the 
basement in the morning. 

< Escape was made through the base- 
ment door which was unlocked from the 
inside. The robbers left no clew to 
their identity. 

Mr. Hollstein discovered the robbery 
when he opened the store next morning. 
He noticed the door of the safe standing 
open and papers scattered promiscuous- 
ly all over the floor. An investigation 
showed him that the contents of .the 
safe. had been rifled. 

It is believed that Mr. Hollstein for- 
got to lock the Bafe when. he went home 
at night as he says he cannot remember 
of having done this. The fact that no 
violence was used in the opening of the 
safe bears out this theory. 
. So far as known none of the stock in 
the store was touched as the robbers 
seemed to be satisfied with the spoilB 
from the safe. Mr. Hollstein left the 
store at 9:30 in the evening. 

Later Mr. Hollstein found several 
Columbia coins that evidently had been 
overlooked by the robbers or else they 
feared that the coins might lead to their 
detection.

Mr. Gray was eighty- three years of 
age and had been a resident of Lake 
County for the past sixty years, the 
last nine of which was spent in Wau- 
kegan.

"I have been a robber since I was a 
child. I stole knives but of a grocery 
when I was only nine. Thieving has 
had ah irresistible fascination for me.

In 
Springfield in the past year I commit- 
ted more than a dozen burglaries. I 
would get out of bed and go out and 
rob. After' the deed was done my 
mind seemed to be relieved and I 
could sleep.

Waslilngton.— Richard A. Balllnger, 
secretary of the interior, on the stand 
continued before the Ballinger-Plnchot 
investigating committee his contradic- 
tions and denials of charges and accu- 
sations made against him. 

Passing from the subject of Alasfcan 
coal lands, Mr. Balllnger launched 
Unto a justification of his attitude 
Jtoward the reclamation service. His 
(most important denial was of the 
charge made by Director F. H. Newell 
land Chief Engineer A. P. Davis of the 
service; that he misrepresented to 
(President Taft that the reclamation 
service had recommended the restora- 
tion of the water power sites with- 
drawn by Secretary Garfield. 

The reclamation service officials 
swore Mr. Balllnger ordered them to 
recommend the restorations. Tho 
secretary swore just as positively that 
he made no such order, although he 
felt the lands had been illegally with- 
drawn and should be restored to entry 
" and had so stated to the reclamation 
officials. 

Mr. Balllnger made no secret of the 
fact that he would like to see Mr. 
Newell superseded as head of the 
reclamation bureau. He told tho com- 
mittee he did not have much confi- 
dence In tho director's administrative 

• ability, although he denied hostility to 
tho government's reclamation policy. 

Asked by his lawyer why ho didn't 
"make a change" in the reclamation 
service, Mr. Balllnger retorted sharply: 

"Because my hands havo been up 
for months and I haven't been able 
to get them down." 

The so-called "black tent affair" 
■was brought to Mr. Balllnger's atten- 
tion. Both Director Newell and En- 
gineer Davis had testified that E. T. 
•Perkins, purchasing agent at Chi- 
cago for the service, had received 
$500 a month for a period of four 
Imonths from tho Harrlman interests 
for delivering lectures, and that other 
railroads had complained about it 
They said the matter was called to 
Mr. Balllnger's attention and that ho 
sent two men to Chicago to investi- 
gate, but that It not only resulted in 
.Perkins' retention but In. his being 

* placed at the head of the office. 

"Mr. Newell has stated that you 
had Instructed him that nothing 

should be dono which reflected on Per- 

" kins. Is that true?" asked Mr. Ver- 
treea of the witness. 

"There is not a particle of truth 
in It." replied Mr. Balllnger. 

The secretary characterized one 
statement of L. It. Glavls before tho 
committee as a "wilful and delib- 
erate lie." 

According to the secretary, Presi- 
dent Roosevelt intimated tho land of- 
fice needed renovating as badly as 
Seattle, when, as mayor, Mr. Balllnger 
waged war on vice. 

Mr. Balllnger declared ho accepted 
the position of commissioner only aft- 
er he had been strongly urged to do 
so by President Roosevelt nnd Secre- 
tary Garfield. 

"Did you have an Interest In Alas- 
kan lands?" asked Mr. Vcrtrees. 

"I had no Interest In Alaska or 
any other lands whatsoever, either di- 
rectly or indirectly," replied Mr. Bal- 
llnger. 

TURKS VICTORS OVER REBELS 



Kachanik Pass Taken by Government 

Forces, Following Hard Battle 

With Albanians. 

Constantinople.— Official dispatches 
state that the Kachanik pass, scene of 
hard fighting between Turkish troops 
and Albanian rebels, has been cap- 
tured by the former. The railway was 
undamaged, but It was heaped with 
rocks. 

The losses sustained In tho battle 
have not yet been reported. Govern- 
ment officials consider that tho success 
of the troops will have a great moral 
effect on the Albanians, but It has been 
decided to dispatch further reinforce- 
ments to completely overawe them. 

The Roman Catholic Albanians havo 
joined the Mecek Catholic and Moham- 
medan Insurgents and the situation is 
so serious that Hakkl Bey, grand 
vizier, ha3 appealed to the pope to In- 
tervene. 



SPEAKING OF DISARMAMENT— 



Buffalo, N. Y.— President Taft and • 
Secretary, of State Knoi, as guests 'of 
the Buffalo "Ad." club at lunchoon, 
made two little Impromptu speeches: 

The president talked of his legisla- 
tive hopes, but declared ho preferred 
being advertised rather, than to ad- 
vertise himself, despite the criticism 
that ho did not sufficiently employ that 
agency. At a banquet of commercial 
men he spoke a kind word, indirectly, 
for Secretary Balllnger. 

Mr. Taft broke a presidential prece- 
dent by allowing himself to bo quoted 
at an Interview with reporters. He 
asked his interviewers to keep away 
from politics, but they plunged right 
into tho New York situation and es- 
pecially the appointment of Governor 
Hughes to the Supremo court bench. 

"I saw Governor Hughes at Albany," 
tho president said, "before he was 
nominated, and wo went over tho ques- 
tion of his running again for governor. 
I urged him to do so. He gave me 
many reasons why he could not 
When a man like Hughes makes up 
his mind It's not dono without care- 
ful consideration, nnd it's usually 
made up for good." 

As to the income tax, the president 

said: 

"My views on that subject have not 
changed In any way. I am .decidedly 
In favor of giving the government tho 
right to levy such a tax In time of 
necessity." 

President Taft, speaking at the ban- 
quet held by tho chamber of com- 
merce and the Manufacturers' club, 
spoke of Niagara falls as an embar- 
rassment, because of Its scenic gran- 
deur and Industrial utility. This 
brought him to a discussion of the 
conservation of natural resources and 
Indirectly to a reference to Secretary 
•Balllnger, when he said: 

"Let mo lift my voice in behalf of 
those who are responsible for carry- 
ing forward this work and plead that 
they shall not be traduced and mis- 
represented In reaching a solution of 
a problem most difficult." 

The president spoke of the conser- 
vation bills in congress, and especial- 
ly tho one confirming the right of the 
executive to withdraw lands from pub- 
lic entry. Then ho paid another com- 
pliment to Governor Hughes. 

After the banquet the president loft 
for Pittsburg, Pa.

JURY INDICTS ALTON ROAD 



New York. — Tho grand jury in- 
vestigating the so-called "white slave" 
traffic has found that not only 
do the conditions described In maga- 
zine - articles exist but that a grand 
jury representative, James B. Rey- 
nolds, through women agents, has been 
able actually to purchase, four "slaves," 
two of whom are mere girls. 

Three arrests were made as a result 
and another arrest is expected. 
.Harry Levinson, who trafficked in 
girls on tho East side, and Belle 
Moore, a negress, who sold white 
girls on the West side, are tho prin- 
cipals. Aleck Anderson, a negro em- 
ployed in the Union cafe in Broadway, 
also was arrested. Levinson was held 
in $10,000 ball. 

Tho girls purchased are all under 
eighteen years of age. Two of them 
appear much younger than that. 

District Attorney WMtman said that 
it "would have been- an easy matter for 
the agents to have bought many more 
'girls had not they insisted on having 
exceedingly young ones. , > 

The women who did most of ,the 
work relating to the purchases are 
college graduates. Ono of them is 
from Radcllffe and the other from 
Smith.

CANNON DE FENPS THE RULES 

Recalls Case of Reed— Declares Pres- 
ent Administration Will Triumph- 
antly .Overcome All Attacks. 

Boston. — Speaker Cannon, In an ad-, 
dress at the Middlesex club at tho cel- 
ebration of the eighty-eighth anni- 
versary of the birth of General Grant, 
defended tlie present rules of tho 
house of representatives. 

"When we have to change the rules 
of tho house to permit tho minority 
t« dictate legislation in behalf of spe- 
cial interests," ho said, "wo will be 
confronted with tho necessity of 
changing our constitution, and all pur 
conceptions of a people's government, 
whore tho majority shall legislate and 
accept responsibility for the legisla- 
tion." 

"Thomas B. Heed once said," the 
speaker declared,' "that 'the noise 
mado by a small but loud minority in 
the wrong is too often mistaken for 
the volco of the peoplo and the voice 
of God.' That remark applies to the 
discussion of the rules." 

The speaker stated that tho rules 
were the development of 120 years, 
that they were substantially as they 
had been for a generation; that a cam- 
paign against the rules 20 years ago 
brought out all the denunciation mado 
within the last two years, and that on 
tho former occasion It was the "loud 
minority" trying to dictate legislation. 
In' discussing the criticism of Gen- 
eral. Grant during his administration 
as president, Speaker Cannon found a 
parallel in tho attacks on tho pres- 
ent administration and Inferred that 
this administration would overcome 
all attacks as triumphantly as did 
Grant

. Chicago. — Tho special county grand 
Jury .which will :• hear evidence look- 
ing to indictments in connection with 
charges of bribery in the election of 
William Lorimer to the United States 
senate last May, was called Monday 
prlmarlly/to hear evidence in the Chi- 
cago & Western Indiana railroad al- 
leged grafting scandal, but the Lori- 
mer case will probably have tho cen- 
ter of the stage. 

The Tribune, which first published 
Representative White's story that he 
had been paid -for voting for Lorimer, 
prints a statement by State Senator 
Albert Isley of Newton, in which ho- 
declares that one member of the leg- 
islature told him' he had been offered 
$1,000 to vote for Lorimer for sena- 
tor, but had refused. Isley declined 
however, to name his . informant 

Tho Tribune also publishes a num- v 
ber of letters alleged to have been 
addressed- to White by Leo O'Neill 
Browne, the Democratic leader in the 
legislature, and* Robert E. WilBon, 
Democratic representative from Chi- 
cago, who was manager of the al- 
leged political "Jackpot" 

In branding White's charges as 
false, both Browne and Wilson de- 
clared their acquaintance with White 
■was only "casual." • The letters al- 
leged to have been written by Browne 
call White, "Friend Charley," ."Friend 
White," "Old -Man"' and "Old Pal." 
The Tribune alBo says that White has 
In his possession a letter offering him 
a block of stock in Senator Lorimer's 
new bank and. stating that a block of 
stock had been held out for the sen- 
ator's frlendB.. A letter alleged to 
have been written by Browne on 
June 1, 1909, tells White how to get 
railroad transportation from the Al- 
ton, Illinois Central and Wabash 
railroad companies and the Pullman 
company. 

A further statement by White re- 
garding his alleged relations with 
Browne is also published In the Trib- 
une. It tells of several lake trips 
taken by himself and Browne, in 
which the latter Bpent money lavish- 
ly. According to the statement. 
White asked: Browne to get him a job 
and Browne got him'one In the city 
hall through Senator Lorimer, which 
White refused to accept. 

Tho narrative also contains this 
statement: "I could not say how' 
much money was paid Into tho 'Jack- 
pot,' but was told by one of the old 
members that It was upward of $300,-. 
000, outside of thd senatorial deal." 
A special session" of tho legislature 
will not be called .to investigate the 
White charges. Governor Deneen and 
Attorney General Stead have con- 
ferred and -agreed that such a session 
is not necessary. The governor be- 
lieved, the matter should be. probed 
through the grand Jury at Chicago 
and Springfield. 

In the course or special instruc- 
tions to the grand Jury, Judge Kersten 
had this to say concerning the Lori- 
mer case: "The nature of the matter 
you are called to Investigate Is bo 
grave In character that the court 
does not feel it necessary to Impress 
on you the great obligation ' with 
which you are charged. No more in- 
sidious crime, no more dangerous 
crime than the corruption of public 
officials can be imagined; and i no 
crime can be more deliberately aimed 
at the very foundation of thegovern- 
mont than that with the , investiga- 
tion of which you are now charged 
by the court"

Canada' is gaining rapidly 
in agricultural importance and with- 
in a few years the United States will 
have to call on the Dominion * for 
wheat Production of wheat in the 
United States 1b not keeping pace 
with the population. A tariff war 
would complicate the problem of get- 
ting food. Even now Canadian farm- 
ers are getting higher prices for their 
cattle on the hoof and Canadian house- 
wives are paying less for meat in the 
butcher shops than farmers and house- 
wives are receiving 'and paying in tho 
United States. The tariff on cattle 
and wheat must bo removed as be- 
tween the two countries before long."
